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UNDERSTAND  THE  SPELLER 
YOU  ARE  ABOUT  TO  TEACH 


The  ultimate  goal  of  The  Pupils’  Own  Vocabulary  Spellers,  revised, 
is  pupil  development  of  the  habit  of  learning  and  mastering  spelling 
without  dependence  on  the  teacher.  Important  factors  in  the  realization 
of  this  objective,  inherent  within  the  series,  are: 

1.  Developing  on  the  part  of  children  a personal  interest  in  correct 
spelling. 

2.  Acquiring  the  ability  to  spell  any  commonly  used  word  by  means 
of  a new  word  list  based  on  scientific  study  of  words  most  fre- 
quently used  in  children’s  writings  and  employing  the  appropriate 
skills,  techniques,  and  principles  of  spelling  for  each  grade  level. 

3.  Simplifying  the  learning  of  spelling  by  using  only  such  techniques, 
rules,  and  principles  as  are  of  proved  value  in  developing  spelling 
power. 

4.  Recognizing  individual  differences  by  providing  both  basal  and 
extra  words  and  encouraging  the  learning  of  words  outside  the 
basal  and  extra  lists  by  applying  learned  techniques. 

5.  Using  the  basal  word  list  as  a vehicle  for  teaching  skills  which  func- 
tion far  beyond  that  list  for  the  purpose  of  projecting  spelling 
knowledge  into  all  writing  needs. 

6.  Acknowledging  and  encouraging  individual  standards  of  accom- 
plishment and  recognizing  that  spelling  mastery  has  a direct  rela- 
tionship to  pupil  ability. 

7.  Providing  for  individual  examination  of  errors  and  means  for  self- 
correction and  self-maintenance. 

8.  Providing  for  daily,  cumulative  review  material  from  lesson  to 
lesson. 

9.  Providing  for  natural  review  in  all  other  written  work  since  the 
word  list  for  each  grade  constitutes  those  words  most  commonly 
used  in  writing. 

10.  Omission  of  low-frequency  words,  thereby  permitting  the  pupil  to 
spend  his  time  on  words  that  account  for  over  95%  of  his  daily 
writing  needs. 
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The  Selection  of  Words 

The  words  selected  for  a spelling  list  should  serve  a twofold  purpose: 

1 . Satisfy  the  children’s  needs  and  requirements  for  their  daily  written 
work. 

2.  Provide  a vehicle  for  the  learning  of  spelling  skills  and  principles 
to  be  applied  to  words  not  in  the  regular  spelling  list,  which  may  be 
encountered  in  later  reading. 

Therefore,  the  authors  believe  that  the  only  proper  means  of  selecting 
spelling  words  is  the  widest  possible  sampling  of  children’s  writings. 
While  it  is  true  that  children  must  learn  to  spell  for  adulthood,  it  is  the 
authors’  contention  that  learning  to  spell  for  adulthood  must  depend 
largely  upon  children’s  mastery  of  spelling  skills  and  principles  encoun- 
tered naturally  in  childhood;  for  these  are  essentially  the  same  regardless 
of  the  age  or  maturity  of  the  learner  or  user. 

The  words,  therefore,  chosen  for  The  Pupils’  Own  Vocabulary 
Spellers,  revised,  have  been  selected  from  the  Rinsland  study.1  This 
study  represents  the  widest,  most  complete,  and  most  truly  representative 
sampling  of  children’s  writings  yet  undertaken.  A count  was  made  of 
words  used  in  more  than  one  hundred  thousand  everyday  classroom 
writings  in  708  schools.  A total  of  25,632  different  words  was  used  by 
all  the  children  participating  in  the  study.  Of  this  number  (25,632)  of 
different  words,  only  2,909  accounted  for  over  90%  of  the  total  usage 
in  all  writings.  An  additional  1,158  words  accounted  for  approximately 
an  additional  2%  of  the  total  usage. 

In  view  of  these  findings  of  the  Rinsland  study,  The  Pupils’  Own 
Vocabulary  Spellers,  revised,  employ  the  2,909  different  words  as  their 
“basal  list”  from  which  are  developed  the  weekly  lessons.  The  additional 
1,158  different  words,  those  next  in  importance,  constitute  the  “extra 
list’*.  This  precision  method  of  word  selection  results  in  a screened  total 
spelling  vocabulary  list  whose  words  occur  not  less  than  14  times  in  every 
1,000,000  running  words  in  children’s  everyday  writing  experiences. 

Basal  Words  and  Extra  Words 

Although  the  number  of  different  words,  both  basal  and  extra,  totals 
4,067  in  this  series,  Grades  II  to  VIII,  and  approximates  the  total

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number  of  words  contained  in  the  usual  spelling  series  of  today  for  the 
same  grades,  the  Rinsland  method  of  separating  highest-frequency  words 
for  the  basal  list  from  the  next-highest-frequency  words  for  the  extra  list 
offers  these  very  distinct  advantages  over  the  conventional  method  of 
grouping  all  words  in  a single  basal  list: 

1.  The  weekly  basal  word  lists  are  from  20%  to  25%  shorter, 
enabling  the  pupils  to  spend  more  of  their  allotted  time  on  mastery 
of  high-frequency  words  and  of  skills  necessary  to  their  daily  writ- 
ing requirements. 

2.  The  lower-frequency  words,  constituting  the  extra  lists,  are  recom- 
mended for  assignment  upon  mastery  of  the  basal  words  and  their 
accompanying  word  analysis  and  word-building  exercises.  Within 
the  manual  for  Grades  II-III  and  the  manual  for  Grades  IV-V-VI, 
each  weekly  lesson  guide  suggests  the  extra  words  to  be  studied  for 
the  corresponding  week.  For  Grades  VIX-VIII  the  suggested  extra 
words  for  each  week  are  referred  to  in  the  final  paragraph  of  each 
right-hand  page  under  the  Know  Your  Words  activities. 

3.  The  Rinsland  method  of  Word  selection  determines  and  presents 
the  words  most  necessary,  for  each  grade,  together  with  the  appro- 
priate learning  skills.  This  alleviates  the  need  for  long,  tedious, 
and  formal  reviews  of  individual  words,  since  natural  review  is 
experienced  in  the  children’s  daily  written  work  in  all  subjects. 

4.  Need  for  formal  reviews  is  further  minimized  by  avoiding  the  fol- 
lowing features  which  create  a need  for  them : 

(a)  introducing  words  long  before  there  is  need  for  them; 

(b)  inclusion  of  words  seldom  used  by  children; 

(c)  failure  to  recognize  and  teach  spelling  skills  as  the  most 
important  element  in  the  spelling  programme. 

5.  “Spelling  frustration”  among  children  is  avoided  by  offering  an 
individualized,  flexible  spelling  programme  of  a shorter  and  more 
scientifically  selected  vocabulary. 

How  Important  Are  the  Extra  Words? 

The  words  in  the  extra  list  for  Grades  II  and  III  are  decidedly 
important;  those  in  Grade  IV  are  fairly  important;  and  those  in  Grades  V 
to  VIII  are  less  important.  The  greater  importance  of  the  extra  words 
in  the  early  grades  arises  from  the  fact  that  there  is  a list  of  several 
hundred  words  which  any  child  will  want  to  write  frequently  as  soon  as 
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he  writes  at  all.  Ideally,  you  would  teach  a child  to  write  the  whole  group 
of  several  hundred  words  at  once — in  a few  days — to  enable  him  to 
write  correctly  what  he  wants  to  write.  Needless  to  say,  no  one  would 
advocate  teaching  the  average  child  how  to  spell  the  500  or  1,000  most 
frequently  used  words  in  a day,  or  a week,  or  a month,  or  even  a year. 

If  these  words  are  so  important  in  Grades  II  and  III,  why  were  they 
not  all  placed  in  the  basal  lessons?  The  explanation  is:  To  put  them  all  in 
the  basal  lessons  would  make  too  inflexible  a programme.  It  would  set  up 
lessons  that  presented  too  many  words  simultaneously.  It  would  deprive 
children  of  the  opportunity,  moreover,  of  learning  many  really  useful 
words  independently.  The  pupils  need  this  extra-word  experience  to 
learn  how  to  spell  words  by  themselves.  They  can  do  this  in  Grades  II 
and  III,  and  it  is  of  utmost  importance  that  they  have  the  opportunity. 

To  make  sure  that  all  pupils  will  have  some  opportunity  to  study  the 
extra  words,  beginning  with  Grade  III  the  extra  word  list  of  the  preceding 
grade  is  reprinted  at  the  beginning  of  each  grade.  This  word  list  is  the  acid 
test  of  the  effectiveness  of  the  preceding  programme.  To  have  the  pupil 
review  the  words  he  has  thoroughly  drilled  on  in  his  regular  weekly 
lessons  merely  determines  what  he  remembers;  to  have  him  review  these 
other  words,  which  have  not  received  the  same  drill  and  time,  determines 
whether  or  not  he  has  mastered  the  general  technique  of  learning  to  spell 
words. 

In  later  grades,  the  extra  words  are  included  more  to  provide  for  the 
development  of  independent  interest  and  ability  in  extending  the  reading, 
understanding,  and  writing  vocabulary,  than  to  develop  mastery  of  any 
of  these  particular  words.  It  is,  therefore,  more  important  to  provide 
pupils  with  enjoyable  and  successful  work  in  learning  some  of  these  sup- 
plementary words  by  themselves  than  to  risk  the  boredom  and  distaste 
which  might  result  from  pressure  to  learn  to  spell  all  of  them.  Let  apti- 
tude dictate  how  many  of  the  extra  words  each  individual  will  learn  to 
spell  perfectly,  and  do  not  be  disturbed  if  some  pupils  learn  only  a part 
of  the  list  perfectly. 


The  Additional  Words  Taught 

In  this  series,  in  addition  to  the  words  included  in  the  basal  and  extra 
word  lists,  over  1 ,000  additional  words — cognates,  derivatives,  etc. — are 
taught  through  carefully  planned  word-building  exercises  which  are  part 
of  the  regular  weekly  lessons  and  of  the  year-end  reviews.  Not  only  do 
these  exercises  teach  the  specific  words  involved,  adding  considerably  to 
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the  pupil’s  vocabulary,  but  they  teach  the  pupils  how  to  build  words 
from  root  words. 

“Demon”  Words 

In  the  Revised  Edition  of  The  Pupils'  Own  Vocabulary  Spellers,  par- 
ticular attention  has  been  paid  to  intrinsic  word  difficulty.  In  studying 
word  difficulty  the  authors  took  into  account  all  available  lists  of  words 
commonly  mis-spelled.  These  lists,  arrived  at  through  many  and  varied 
investigations,  were  compiled  into  one  composite  list  of  344  words 
proved  to  be  exceptionally  difficult  for  a fairly  large  proportion  of  children 
the  country  over.  This  list  was  then  checked  against  the  existing  edition 
of  The  Pupils'  Own  Vocabulary  Spellers  and  against  the  Rinsland  list. 
It  was  found  that  most  of  these  so-called  “demon”  words  had  been 
taught  as  basal  words  in  the  original  edition  of  the  spellers  in  the  appro- 
priate grade.  The  remaining  50  or  so  were  considered  important  enough 
to  be  made  part  of  the  basal  word  list  for  the  appropriate  grade  as 
indicated  in  the  Rinsland  list. 

All  344  of  these  demon  words,  then,  are  now  taught  in  the  Revised 
Edition  as  part  of  the  regular  basal  list  in  the  grade  in  which  children 
most  need  to  learn  them.  These  have  been  indicated  with  the  demon 
symbol. 


“Hard-Spots” 

The  hard-spots  of  not  just  the  demon  words  but  all  words  in  the  basal 
word  lists,  as  determined  from  the  study  Spelling  Difficulties  in  3876 
Words,  by  Arthur  I.  Gates,  are  given  special  attention  in  carefully 
planned  hard-spot  exercises.  These  call  the  child’s  attention  to  possible 
difficulties,  helping  him  to  avoid  the  forming  of  unsound  habits. 

The  exercises  in  the  weekly  lesson  draw  attention  to  the  striking 
features  of  the  words  studied,  giving  the  pupil  tips,  clues,  and  aids  with 
which  to  master  the  individual  words.  These  exercises  are  designed  also 
to  lead  the  pupil  to  take  an  increasingly  alert  and  critical  attitude  toward 
words  so  that  he  will  be  able  to  attack  new  words  properly. 

“Perhaps  the  greatest  failure  of  the  test-study  method  is  in  its  attempt 
to  save  time  in  learning  spelling,  in  its  failure  to  use  accumulated  know- 
ledge ...  as  to  difficult  parts  of  words.  Much  has  been  made  of  the  fact 
that  some  words  may  be  mis-spelled  in  many  ways,  but  such  words 
are  exceptions.  The  majority  of  words  which  cause  trouble  in  spelling 
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have  one  letter  or  syllable  which  causes  most  of  the  difficulty  . . . With 
guidance,  the  children  can  locate  these  difficult  spots  and  thus  know 
where  to  centre  their  attention.”1  This  series  shows  the  pupils  the  hard- 
spot  or  spots  (there  are  sometimes  more  than  one)  in  practically  every 
word  introduced  in  the  basal  lists.  The  authors  agree  with  Dolch,  as 
quoted  above,  that  modern  devices  for  getting  at  hard-spots,  once  they 
are  determined  by  careful  research,  will  prove  beneficial  in  learning  to 
spell. 

The  Dictionaries 

In  preparing  the  dictionaries,  which  define  each  basal  and  extra  word 
in  each  speller  beginning  with  Grade  IV,  the  results  of  the  Rinsland  and 
Rinsland  Semantic  Study  were  used.  In  that  study  the  meanings  were 
recorded  under  sentences  from  the  children’s  own  writings,  and  these 
were  matched  as  nearly  as  possible  with  commonly  used  definitions.  The 
first  step  was  a study  of  the  frequency  of  all  meanings  of  each  word.  A 
listing  was  made  of  the  most  frequent  and  important  meanings  found  in 
the  compositions  of  the  grade.  These  were  put  into  the  dictionary. 

Thus,  for  the  first  time,  the  definitions  selected  for  the  dictionary  are 
based  not  on  the  guesswork  of  an  author  but  on  information  concerning 
children’s  needs  and  usages  of  word  meanings.  The  dictionary  provides 
the  definitions  of  the  meanings  which  we  know  children  will  want  to  use 
and  eliminates  the  confusion  attending  the  introduction  of  many  mean- 
ings which  they  will  not  want.  The  rare  pupil  who  wishes  to  go  farther 
afield  is  a pupil  who  can  and  will  use  a larger  dictionary.  By  providing  a 
dictionary  which  gives  the  children  the  meanings  that  are  really  important 
to  them,  we  build  up  a respect  for  and  interest  in  dictionary  use  that  will 
encourage  the  habit  of  using  dictionaries  in  general. 

The  dictionaries  were  written  under  specific  vocabulary  restrictions. 
This  rigid  policy  provides  a protection  against  a common  fault  in  school 
dictionaries,  namely,  that  of  including  in  the  definition  or  illustrative 
usage  of  a word  other  more  difficult  words. 

The  Method  of  Study 

Dr.  Russell’s  2 study  revealed  that  multiple  and  complex  instructional 
steps  were  cumbersome  and  boring  for  good  learners  and  confusing  and

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ineffective  for  poor  learners.  The  method  employed  by  The  Pupils’  Own 
Vocabulary  Spellers,  revised,  is  the  simplest,  quickest,  most  direct,  and 
most  easily  learned  technique.  It  eliminates  all  steps  except  the  vitally 
useful  ones.  There  are  really  only  three  steps,  which  vary  only  slightly 
to  meet  the  requirements  of  longer  words  as  each  grade  progresses.  These 
steps  are: 

1.  Look  at  the  word  and  say  it  softly.  If  it  has  more  than  one  part 
(syllable)  say  it  again,  part  by  part,  looking  at  each  part  as  you 
say  it. 

2.  Look  at  the  letters  and  say  each  one.  If  the  word  has  more  than 
one  part,  say  the  letters  part  by  part. 

3.  Write  the  word  without  looking  at  your  book. 

This  method  centres  on  intense,  uninterrupted  study  and  analysis  of  the 
word.  The  child  sees  the  word  as  a whole  while  pronouncing  it.  Thus  the 
spoken  word,  as  he  knows  it,  becomes  associated  with  the  visual  printed 
word.  He  sees  the  word  as  a whole.  This  is  most  important.  The  only 
final  check  on  the  spelling  of  any  word  is  its  appearance.  If  there  is  more 
than  one  syllable,  the  pupil  next  studies  each  syllable  in  succession  from 
left  to  right.  After  he  has  studied  the  word  in  this  way,  he  immediately 
checks  himself  by  writing  the  word  without  looking  at  it — an  immediate 
conclusive  test  of  the  success  of  the  visual  and  auditory  study. 

If  the  pupil  writes  the  word  correctly,  he  knows  it  at  once.  He  is  asked, 
however,  to  write  the  word  and  check  himself  again.  If  it  is  correct  this 
time,  he  writes  and  checks  it  a third  and  final  time  to  “stamp  in”  the 
correct  reaction  before  another  word  is  taken  up. 

If  the  pupil  is  wrong  in  any  one  of  the  three  writings  of  the  word,  he 
needs  more  study.  Accordingly,  he  goes  back  to  the  pronunciation  and 
visual  study  (step  one)  again  and  repeats  until  he  gets  the  word  correct. 

The  Introduction  of  the  Words 

All  words  in  the  basal  word  fists  for  Grades  II-VII  are  introduced  in 
interesting  stories  prepared  by  a skilled  writer  of  elementary  school 
reading  material,  Celeste  Comegys  Peardon.  All  selections  are  rigidly 
restricted  in  vocabulary  to  make  them  easy  to  read.  In  Grade  VIII  each 
word  is  introduced  in  a sentence  rather  than  all  words  in  a single  story 
for  the  lesson.  The  words  are  thus  made  at  once  as  meaningful  and  vital 
as  possible. 
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Teaching  the  Weekly  Lesson 
First  Day — See  Your  Words 

The  pupils  read  the  story  silently.  The  teacher  may  help  slow  readers 
who  have  difficulty  with  words  in  the  selection.  The  attention  of  the 
pupils  is  then  directed  to  the  basic  words  which  appear  in  the  lesson.  The 
teacher  says  each  word.  The  pupils  repeat  each  word  and  find  it  in  the 
story.  The  sentence  in  which  the  word  appears  may  be  read  aloud  by  a 
pupil.  Where  the  text-workbook  edition  of  the  speller  is  used,  the  pupils 
underline  the  word  in  the  story  and  then  write  it  in  the  space  provided 
under  See  Your  Words.  Where  the  cloth-bound  edition  of  the  speller  is 
used,  the  pupils  find  the  word  in  the  story  and  then  write  it  on  a separate 
paper. 

Second  Day — Know  Your  Words 

This  is  a very  important  step  inasmuch  as  the  Know  Your  Words 
activities  are  especially  designed  for  enrichment  purposes,  to  build  and 
maintain  spelling  power  by  means  of  word  building,  word  analysis,  and 
the  development  of  spelling  skills  and  principles. 

For  those  using  the  textbook  edition,  it  is  suggested  that  each  child 
keep  a spelling  notebook  in  which  a section  is  devoted  to  written  work 
on  the  Know  Your  Words  activities  and  other  sections  may  be  devoted 
to  Wednesday’s  and  Friday’s  tests.  A notebook  is  not  necessary  for  those 
using  the  text-workbook  edition  since  space  is  provided  therein  for 
written  work. 

It  may  be  well  for  the  teacher  to  review  with  the  children  the  pro- 
nunciation of  each  word,  again  listening  for  beginning  and  ending  sounds. 
Following  the  pronunciation  review  exercise,  the  teacher  should  review 
the  directions,  with  the  children,  under  Know  Your  Words.  The  hard- 
spot  exercises  in  each  lesson  are  very  important  inasmuch  as  practice  is 
offered  on  known  difficulties  determined  by  research.  Upon  completion 
of  the  Know  Your  Words  exercises,  immediate  checking  of  the  written 
work  is  recommended,  followed  by  written  practice  for  those  pupils 
having  made  errors. 

Third  Day — Write  Your  Words 

The  first  formal  test  is  given  on  the  third  day.  The  children  are  asked 
to  listen  carefully  as  the  teacher  pronounces  each  word,  using  it  in  a 
sentence,  and  then  pronounces  it  again.  Thereupon  the  word  is  written 
by  the  pupils.  It  is  important  for  the  teacher  to  dictate  slowly  enough  so 
that  the  students  with  poor  writing  ability  have  time  to  do  their  best. 

Upon  completion  of  the  test,  the  work  should  be  checked  immediately. 
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The  teacher  must  be  mindful  of  incorrect  letter  formations  which  are  con- 
ducive to  spelling  errors  in  the  early  grades,  and  time  should  be  taken 
to  teach  proper  letter  formation.  Each  pupil  may  check  his  own  work 
or  there  may  be  an  exchange  of  papers  or  workbooks.  Definite  standards 
should  be  instituted  by  the  teacher  early  in  the  year.  Words  should  be 
marked  for  further  study  if  they  are  mis-spelled,  written  over,  illegible, 
or  lacking  in  clarity  as  to  the  letter  or  letters  intended.  Acquiring  the 
habit  of  checking  one’s  own  work  is  highly  desirable  and  should  be 
constantly  encouraged  by  the  teacher. 

Fourth  Day — Study  Your  Words 

If  the  pupils  have  mis-spelled  no  words  the  previous  day  (Third  Step — 
Write  Your  Words),  there  is  opportunity  for  further  study  consisting  of 
extra  words  which  are  suggested  in  each  lesson  of  this  manual.  Review 
words,  to  be  determined  by  the  teacher,  may  also  be  studied. 

If  a word  has  been  mis-spelled,  repeat  the  process  as  suggested  above. 
In  this  case  the  teacher  will  give  special  attention  to  the  part  of  the  word 
that  is  mis-spelled  by  patiently  pointing  out  the  error  and  helping  the 
child  overcome  it  by  practice.  In  no  case  should  the  teacher  require 
pupils  who  have  mis-spelled  words  to  write  each  word,  say,  25  or  50 
times.  This,  in  addition  to  constituting  punishment  for  mis-spelling,  is 
psychologically  wrong  since  it  has  been  found  that  the  percentage  of 
errors  increases,  rather  than  decreases,  after  a pupil  has  written  a trouble- 
some word  a certain  number  of  times.  If  a word  seems  to  be  a definite 
“block”  or  obstacle  at  that  particular  time,  it  is  best  to  put  it  aside  and 
return  to  it  later. 

Some  teachers  find  that  practice  at  the  blackboard  is  helpful  to  those 
having  spelling  difficulty.  A troublesome  word  may  be  written  upon  the 
blackboard  by  the  teacher,  following  which  the  child  may  trace  the  word 
several  times  with  his  finger  and  then  with  chalk.  He  then  erases  the 
word  and  attempts  to  write  it  correctly  upon  the  blackboard. 

Fifth  Day — Write  Your  Words  Again 

The  teacher  now  dictates  the  basal  words  again.  When  using  the  text- 
workbook  edition,  space  is  provided  in  the  back  section  of  the  books 
for  the  Friday  tests.  This  test  should  also  include  the  extra  words  for 
those  who  have  had  the  opportunity  to  study  them.  Many  teachers  find 
that  grouping  the  children  having  similar  needs  and  difficulties  is  helpful. 
It  must  be  remembered  that,  when  a pupil  mis-spells  a word,  he  should 
repeat  the  learning  process  from  the  beginning.  He  must  never  be  made 
to  feel  rushed,  nor  must  he  in  any  event  be  chided  for  his  error  since  both 
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result  in  frustration.  Help  him  to  overcome  it  by  diagnosing  his  difficulty, 
which  requires  time  and  patience,  and  repeating  the  teaching  process. 

Checking  the  Friday’s  test  is  always  advisable  to  determine  teaching 
effectiveness  and  degree  of  pupil  mastery,  which  will  largely  determine 
the  need  for  re-teaching  and  review.  Many  teachers  require  the  pupils  to 
keep  a list  of  their  own  hard  words  in  their  notebooks.  The  text- 
workbook  edition  provides  space  in  the  front  section  of  each  book  for 
listing  “Hard  Words”. 

There  are  no  tricks  in  the  teaching  of  spelling  that  can  guarantee 
results,  and  no  single  teaching  process  or  technique  is  applicable  to  all 
pupils.  It  is  well  to  bear  in  mind  that  the  pupils  should  be  exposed  to 
various  processes  of  learning  such  as  seeing  and  hearing  the  words 
which  constitute  a visual  and  auditory  attack;  saying  the  word,  which 
provides  experience  in  guttural  and  lip-spelling;  writing  the  word,  which 
calls  for  motor  learning;  and  logical  spelling,  which  requires  a degree 
of  reasoning  as  to  selection  of  proper  letters  and  arrangement  of  letter 
sequence. 

Combining  Steps 

In  some  schools  spelling  is  not  taught  every  day.  However,  the  spelling 
period  is  usually  longer  to  compensate  for  this  factor.  In  such  schools 
more  work  may  be  presented  at  one  time.  The  first  and  second  days’ 
lessons  may  be  presented  together  as  also  may  the  third  and  fourth.  In 
this  case  the  fifth  day’s  lesson  would  be  dropped. 


Reviews 

It  is  a commonly  accepted  principle  of  spelling  methodology  that  little 
value  is  derived  from  “reviewing”  long  lists  of  words  at  periodic  intervals. 
No  longer  is  it  felt  that,  in  order  to  maintain  mastery,  it  is  enough 
to  re-expose  a child  to  a word  at  regular  and  frequent  intervals.  Instead, 
it  is  commonly  agreed  that  reviews  become  worth  while  when  there 
is  involved  an  opportunity  for  a child  to  make  application  of  rules, 
techniques,  or  principles  that  he  has  been  taught.  Such  a review  lesson 
can  be  a valuable  learning  experience  for  a child  in  addition  to  being 
an  opportunity  for  a teacher  to  diagnose  strengths  and  weaknesses  in 
materials  covered. 

The  best  evidence  of  pupil  progress  available  to  the  teacher  is  the 
written  work  that  he  submits.  If  there  are  few  spelling  errors  in  such 
papers,  one  can  be  reasonably  certain  that  progress  is  satisfactory. 
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Implying  that  all  words  in  lengthy  lists  are  equally  valuable  and  must 
be  learned  equally  well  is  fallacious  and  is  responsible  for  the  great  need 
for  review  in  traditional  spellers.  The  result  is  a continual,  harassing, 
artificial  review  of  individual  words  infrequently  used.  New  and  necessary 
words  are  less  well  learned  because  of  time  consumed  in  “reviewing” 
an  avalanche  of  old  words,  most  discouraging  to  the  pupil  and  destruc- 
tive to  motivation  and  learning. 

As  has  been  previously  stated,  much  need  for  review  has  been  elimin- 
ated in  this  series  since  the  Rinsland  study  has  determined  which  words 
to  teach  in  which  grade,  according  to  their  frequency  of  usage  in  chil- 
dren’s writings.  Consequently,  natural  reviews  are  experienced  daily. 
Other  features  of  the  series  that  minimize  the  necessity  for  formal  review 
are: 

1 . Simplicity  of  method  and  provision  for  more  adequate  teaching 

2.  Provisions  for  a word-enrichment  programme 

3.  Providing  the  pupil  with  general  clues  and  aids  in  spelling 

4.  Suggesting  clues  for  the  correct  recall  of  individual  words 

5.  Suggesting  that  the  pupil  do  at  least  an  average  amount  of  writing 

6.  Emphasis  upon  learning  of  spelling  skills 

7.  Functional  use  of  spelling  rules 

8.  Individualized  learning  programme 

Finally,  it  must  be  remembered  that  the  average  pupil  will  not  become 
a better  speller  by  spending  most  of  his  time  on  the  old  words 
that  baffle  him.  On  the  contrary,  he  will  become  a better  speller  by 
spending  his  major  energies  on  his  new  words  and  on  covering  the  whole 
programme  for  his  grade. 

The  teacher  should  consider  the  following  questions  in  evaluating 
individual  pupil  work  in  spelling: 

1.  Does  the  pupil  pronounce  the  word  correctly? 

2.  Does  he  divide  it  properly  into  syllables? 

3.  Does  he  sound  all  syllables  correctly? 

4.  Is  the  spelling  error  always  the  same? 

5.  What  clue  or  association  might  solve  the  difficulty? 


The  Plan  for  Individual  Weekly  Review 

Words  missed  on  Friday  should  be  correctly  recorded  at  the  end  of 
the  lesson.  If  possible,  mis-spelled  words  should  be  studied  immediately 
after  the  test  is  taken.  The  source  of  each  error  should  be  sought  and  the 
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correct  form  given  special  attention.  The  pupil  should  be  encouraged  to 
refer  again  to  the  dictionary  and  to  seek  the  teacher’s  help  freely  on  these 
words.  Each  child  should  study  his  mis-spelled  words  again  on  Thursday 
of  the  following  week  and  include  them  in  his  Friday  test.  If  he  misses 
the  word  again,  the  same  process  should  be  repeated. 

If  after  this  second  study  the  child  still  misses  a word,  he  should 
record  it  correctly  in  a list  of  his  own  hard  words  in  his  spelling  note- 
book (if  he  is  using  the  text  edition)  or  text-workbook.  The  pupil  should 
be  encouraged  to  examine  this  list  from  time  to  time. 

Quarterly  Reviews 

In  each  grade,  reviews  are  provided  at  the  end  of  every  six  lessons. 
A feature  of  these  reviews  is  the  dictation  paragraph  exercises.  In  addition 
to  the  reviews  in  the  texts,  quarterly  reviews  are  included  in  the  manual. 

The  reviews  have  a twofold  purpose:  one  part  of  each  Review,  to  be 
used  the  first  Review  Day,  is  made  up  of  rules,  principles,  and  generali- 
zations involved  in  the  preceding  lessons;  the  second  part  of  each  Review, 
to  be  used  the  second  Review  Day,  constitutes  a dictation  test  of  carefully 
chosen  words  in  which  previously  taught  skills,  techniques  and  generali- 
zations function. 


Year-End  Review 

A year-end  review  is  provided  in  each  grade  in  The  Pupils’  Own 
Vocabulary  Spellers.  The  main  purpose  of  these  reviews  is  not  to  review 
particular  words  and  get  just  a re-drilling  of  the  same  words  in  the  same 
form,  but  to  introduce  certain  words  again  in  connection  with  the  more 
important  generalizations,  rules,  conventions,  and  similarities  and  dif- 
ferences among  them  which  appear  in  the  entire  year’s  programme.  They 
are  designed  to  select  from  the  work  of  the  entire  year  those  illlustrations 
and  families  and  peculiar  cases  which  will  give  the  pupil  not  only  the 
greatest  insight  into  the  mastery  of  the  particular  words  previously 
learned,  but,  even  more  important,  a better  mastery  of  the  general  rules, 
conventions,  and  other  techniques  of  learning  to  spell. 

Tests 

Our  testing  programme  is  an  outstanding  feature  of  The  Pupils’  Own 
Vocabulary  Spellers.  Available  on  request  are  Survey  Tests,  Mid-Term 
Tests  and  Year-End  Tests. 
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If  the  teacher  wishes  to  supplement  the  reviews,  she  may  do  so  very 
easily  and  effectively  by  suggesting  that  each  pupil  frequently  inventory 
his  list  of  hard  words.  Then  with  the  aid  of  the  teacher  or  members  of 
his  group,  his  particular  difficulties  may  be  determined  and  further  prac- 
tice should  be  assigned.  In  the  text-workbook  edition  further  individual- 
ization of  review  is  provided  for  in  the  boxed  section  of  each  right-hand 
page,  which  is  outlined  in  colour. 


Your  Progress  Chart 

In  the  text-workbook  edition  a very  simple  yet  amply  motivating 
Progress  Chart  is  printed  on  the  inside  back  cover.  Each  pupil  should 
be  held  responsible  for  keeping  his  Progress  Chart  up  to  date  following 
the  Friday’s  test.  Instructions  are  given  in  the  text  edition  for  the  making 
and  marking  of  similar  Progress  Charts. 

The  Manual’s  Weekly  Teaching  Suggestions 

The  teacher’s  attention  is  called  to  the  51  Detailed  Teaching  Pro- 
cedures which  are  representative  of  the  skills  and  principles  set  forth 
in  The  Pupils’  Own  Vocabulary  Spellers,  revised.  These  should  be 
studied  with  care,  for  they  are  referred  to  again  and  again  as  they  apply 
to  each  weekly  lesson.  Each  lesson’s  outline  of  teaching  suggestions  is 
self-explanatory.  The  lessons  are  identified  by  numbers  corresponding  to 
the  numbers  of  the  lessons  within  the  book.  However,  space  does  not 
permit  the  re-statement  of  the  various  51  Detailed  Teaching  Procedures 
that  apply  to  each  lesson.  Therefore,  these  procedures  which  follow  are 
identified  by  number  in  each  lesson: 

1.  Call  attention  to  silent  letters. 

2.  Call  attention  to  special  departures  from  phonetic  spelling. 

3.  Call  attention  to  probable  sources  of  confusion,  for  example,  ei 
vs.  ie  and  unaccented  vowels  that  sound  alike  but  are  spelled 
differently.

5.  Call  attention  to  pronunciation  difficulties  that  have  a bearing  on 
spelling.  ( library , athletics )

TEACHING  SUGGESTIONS 
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Transition  from  Manuscript  to  Cursive  Writing 

Attention  has  been  given  within  this  manual  to  encouraging  correct 
and  legible  letter  formation  in  pupils’  writing.  The  transition  from 
manuscript  to  cursive  writing  may  begin  at  this  time  in  schools  where 
manuscript  writing  is  basic,  and  should  present  no  serious  difficulties. 
From  now  on  the  children  have  a natural  desire  to  learn  the  cursive, 
since  they  have  become  aware  of  its  use  among  older  children  and 
adults.  Also,  by  this  time  muscular  control  and  co-ordination  have 
developed  sufficiently  to  provide  a readiness  for  the  transition. 

There  is  a wide  variance  in  the  grade  introduction  of  cursive  writing. 
We  suggest,  therefore,  that  in  those  provinces  where  the  transition 
occurs  in  later  grades,  teachers  simply  disregard  this  section  or  bring  it 
to  the  attention  of  the  teachers  concerned. 

To  begin,  it  is  important  to  show  the  children  that  cursive  writing 
slants  upward  from  left  to  right.  For  best  results,  the  teacher  should  see 
that  the  writing  paper  is  turned  to  the  left  upon  the  desk,  at  an  angle  of 
approximately  30  degrees  for  those  who  are  right-handed.  For  left- 
handed  pupils  their  papers  should  be  turned  to  the  right  at  approximately 
the  same  angle. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  formal  transitory  stage,  it  is  well  for  the 
teacher  to  write  the  alphabet  upon  the  blackboard  both  in  manuscript 
and  cursive  forms,  both  small  and  capital  letters,  to  serve  as  a pattern 
for  pupil  practice. 

In  preparing  for  transition  from  manuscript  to  cursive  writing  it  may 
be  well  for  the  teacher  to  recall  the  elemental  principles  involved  in 
manuscript-letter  formation,  e.g.,  that  the  letters  of  the  alphabet  can  be 
properly  written  using  either  the  circle,  the  arc,  or  the  straight  line,  or 
combinations  thereof.  Modifications  of  this  fundamental  fact  also  func- 
tion in  cursive  writing.  However,  the  two  new  steps  to  be  learned  are: 
(1)  script  is  written  so  that  the  letters  slant  upward  from  left  to  right 
at  an  angle  of  approximately  30  degrees  in  the  case  of  right-handed 
children;  (2)  mastery  of  the  simple  strokes  illustrated  below  is  essential 
for  smooth  transition:

When  using  The  Pupils’  Own  Vocabu- 
lary Spellers,  revised,  for  the  first  time 
it  is  suggested  that  the  teacher  acquaint 
herself  with  How  to  Use  Your  Book, 
pages  12-13  of  the  textbook  edition, 
and  page  5 of  the  text-workbook  edi- 
tion. 

Select  some  children  to  write  the  words 
on  the  board.  The  children  at  their  seats 
can  check  their  own  work.  The  teacher 
can  observe  which  pupils  made  errors 
and  why  the  errors  were  made.  Some 
children  may  not  understand  and  there- 
fore may  not  follow  directions.  Others 
may  make  errors  because  of  visual 
difficulty  or  lack  of  attention  to  their 
work.  Have  the  children  correct  their 
errors  under  your  supervision. 

Ask  children  to  find  the  word  that 
means  “of  the  clock”.  Some  of  the 
pupils  will  be  able  to  do  this.

The 
answer  you  want  of  course  is  that  the 
children  should  look  at  the  first  letter 
and  find  the  word  that  begins  with  e. 
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Let  the  class  complete  writing  the  word.

Ask  them  to  say  the  missing  letters.
